a positive adhesion to either of the jrreat polilk-ai jiar- 
ties Into which the Eastern i'roviiieea are divided for 
the followinpr reasons: 1st, bceausc many of tlic (pie.s- 
tiona which divide tlieni have noexi-stetice onionp us; 
2nd, beeaiific neither our people nor representatives 
can feel tliat interest in their {loiitiCH which wo other- 
wise would have done had Canada honorably endea- 
vored to fulfil the railway ohIi(;atioii8 whieli she vol- 
untarily incurred when we entered the Union. Euter- 
tainini; this view, 1 shall, if elected, neeofii to the 
Covcriiniont of the day a lieartv mpiiort should their 
policy and actions iiiditato airiiiiniediate aetive, en- 
ergetic couimencemcnt and contiiiucnis construction 
of the Canadian I'aeiac ltall\v.ay throui;li liritish Col- 
umbia.

ifo the entire section traversed, t'ann products would 
And a ready iiiarkot, labor of all kinds wguld bo in de- 
mand, and as a consequence business would rcvivo 
throiigbout the Province and eonfldence would again 
be restored.

LO.VDO.V. 

(Special to tlio Coionl»t.) 
Tlui ride frfun Ediuliurg to I.oiidon, 
a distance of four liundreil miles, is 
u.sually niude in t(.'ii hours by the fastest 
trains, and for the iiiOKt part is through 
a country which would delight our best 
farmers. The careful cultivation and 
abundant crops roiniiid us of tho land 
near our cities and f.vc indicative of a 
country long iiiidor subjection to man. 
Oats and wheat with an occasional 
field of barley .'ire tho usual grains. 
Roots crops arc largely in excess of 
what >ve raise in America, and .sheep 
seem to us unusually numerous and 
line. As wo near London the country 
beeonic.'s an aliiiost continuous village 
tilled with maiiufactorie.s, and from 
ten to thirty tall eliiiunios can generally 
be seen at once. At tho time of my 
former visit, five years ago, tliose were 
all in full operation but at present 
at least Imlf of them are not running 
for as hard times arc felt in Englnnd fts 
in America. Through these villages 
and tlif! thickly settled surhurbs wo 
glide almost inipeix'Pjitibly into tho 
city itself, and end our journey at the 
Midliiiid Dejiot, the largest and most 
expensive railroad depot in the world, 
which with the hotel, built as part of 
it, cost, 10,000,000. 

].,ondoii is :i world in herself. A 
city of -1,000,000 inhabitants, situated 
on a broad plnuo, upon both sides of a 
noble river, she has natural advantages 
which few jdaces possess. So vast is 
she that one might walk her streets 
constanllj for a month without retracing 
his stops. Everything niiide anywdierc 
in the world can lie found in London, 
while people from all countries and 
nations are living within iier limits, 
and tiiere is nothing which art or science 
can produce which is not represontfiil 
here. The very groatne.s.s of tho city 
nnd tho maltidude of things of interest 
to l.e seen, fairly bewilder the traveler, 
so that at best it can be but a choice 
of a few places to be visited and a 
lingering regret tliat so much must 
be left uii.seen. 

After a ride through some of the 
more celebrated streets to gain a general 
idea of the country, w-e commence our 
cxaniination of tliing.s of ])articuhir 
interest witli a large, dingy looking 
stone building, blackened with cen- 
turies of liOndon smoke, wliicli stands 
in one of the most busy parts of the 
city, itself filling an entire srpi.'xre. As 
wo approach .St. I'.'iul's Cathedral and 
enter it, we are iinjiressed piirticulnrly 
with its size and niassiveue.ss, and iii- 
de«d it is the largest Protestant Cathe- 
dral in tho world. Tlie interior is very 
plain, strikingly so compared with 
C'atiiolie catliedrals, its decorations con- 
sisting almost entirely of monuments 
and nieinorial tablets. Of these wo 
may iiieutinii those of Howard tiie phil- 
anthropist. Turner the painter, Sir John 
Moore, Sir Christopher Wren, Ben- 
jamin West, and Sir Joshua Reynolds. 
In the crypt are the remains of the 
Duke of Wellington and the parapher- 
nalia of liis funeral, including the fun- 
eral car made of captured cannon and 
weigliing many toii.s. Near by is tho 
monument of Lord Nelson, under which 
his body lies. People who are enthu- 
siastic nnd foolish enough next climb 
more than six hundred steps, to the 
ball wliere they are gnnorally rewarded 
with a magnificent view of London 
smoke and fog extending as much as 
five hundred feet in every direction, but 
although they can see nothing ihey^ave 
tho consolation of knowing that they 
are nearly three luuidred and fifty feet 
above the pavement. 

Very near Sc. Paul's are the Old 
Bailey and Newgate, immortalized by 
tho genius of Dickenfi. Going up 
Cheapaido we soon conic to the open 
space in fnnt of the Royal Exchange, 
which is emphatically the business cen- 
ter of LondoD, as Charing Cross is the 
eoDtw of it« fsshioh, " I dout>t if thera 



is a .spot ill the world through which 
there is more travel by foot and omni- 
bus than this, as ^ghi main thorough- 
fares pour into it their ceaseless trafHc. 
It is well worth a half iiour of one's 
time to stand on a corner liere, ami also 
at the center of London Bridge, and 
see th" unending stream of luiniaii 
beings and omnibuses which Hows by. 
On .one sido vof the ;Exchahge .,is the 
Bank of England and on the other the 
jNIansion Hou.se. 

The Bank of Enghnid covers eight 
acres of ground, has no outside win- 
dows, is a fortre.-is wdiieh has withstood 
several sieges, has a capitalof §70,000,- 
000 arid employs nearly 1,000 clerks. 
Obtaining permission to visitthe vaults 
wo see gold in heaps as plenty as iron 
in a blaeksiuith .shop. Wo look over a 
railing into a court and sec two men 
with a pulley lifting bags of gold into 
a wagon, and in one of th? many 
rooms a wonderful little machine which 
weighs 35,000 gold pieces per day, and 
])icks out every one ■ which does not 
come up to the required weight. In 
the Royal Exchange are some of the 
oldest iiisunince comjianies in the 
world and ahso the oflices of tho cele- 
brated "Lloyds," tho ship insurers, 
whoso " List ' is authority cviM-y where 
in ship inatlors. Near the exchange is 
a (iiio statue of (!eorge Poabody, the 
j.listinguislicd Anuu'ican merchant. On 
the o])j)()site side of the open space is 
the Jlaiision House, the ollicial resi- 
dence of the Lord Jlayor of Loudon, 
and wdiere, at his ])rincely entertain- 
ments, tho highest Hollies in the hind 
can be found. 

Not far from Iktj is tlie, Old Tower 
wdiicii in former times was a fortress 
and prison, but is now used as a mili- 
tary curiosity shop and armory, and 
contains also tlie roval jewels, valued 
at about .>?1 5,000,000. "jt takes the 
best part of a day to go tiirough the 
tower, with the gorgeously dressed 
oflicial guitle.s. It is esjiecially iiitor- 
esting as tho prison and place of exe- 
cution of hundreds of England's noblest 
men and women. Lady Jane Groy, 
Anno Boleyn, Raleigh, and many 
princes of England's royal families 
were put to death on Tower Hill. Tiie 
Horse Armory, which is one of the 
finest known collections of ancient ar- 
mory contains rich suits displayed on 
equestrian statues, and arranged in 
clironological order, raany of them the 
very ones worn by the kings whose 
reign they represent. In the armory- 
are also breeth-loading guns, revolvers, 
tliuiniiscrewK, beheading blocks, and 
executioners axes all from early times, 
and curious ancient and modern wea- 
pons from all parts of the world. With- 
in th^ *all3 of the Old Tower there 
has been enacted enough of romance 
and tragedy to furnish material for vol- 
umes.

A Great Council of Protostants to 
Discuss the Subject in No'w Tori:.

The 
call was drawn u]) and signed by more 
than two hundred of the most popular 
clergymen and laymen of the country. 
T,ettiT>; bad been received from many 
of the large cities, locUuUng Chiraco. 
begging that the meeting might convene 
there; but it had been decided to hold 
it in the church of the Holy Trinity, 
New York, on October 30 and .'H and 
November 1. i\Ir. Moody, Dr. Tyng 
said, would probably bo there, andmany 
other skilled evangelists. Ho was sure 
the conference would be very largely 
attended from all parts of tlie country, 
and inanv distinguished Jiliigliih clergy- 
man had been invited, and would be 
likely to attend. He hoped to see even 
the Rev. Dr. H. Bonar. 

The Rev. Drs. Stephen H. Tyng, Jr.

biiio were appointed to nominate sub- 
committees of arrangements, and before 
clo.")ing.

Cleopatra's ITcodlo Eroctod on tho 
Thames Em'bankmout. 

London, Sept. 14. — The celebrated 
obelisk known as Cleopatra's Needle 
was successfully moved into an upright 
position at half-past three to-day. The 
work occupied half-an-hour. Vast 
crowds of spectators were present to 
witness this interesting sight, and the 
river was burdened with steamers bear- 
ing burdens of humanity. There was 
not the .slightest hitch in tho undertak- 
ing. 

No ceremonial had been arranged for 
the occasion, but ^[r. Grantham, M.P., 
happening by accident to bo present, 
was called upon to make a speech. The 
gcntilcfflaii complied, and in the course 
of his remarks drew a contrast between 
the French obelisk, which had been 
brought over In- the French govern- 
ment by means of intricate machinery 
at a cost of .£80,000, and the London 
monument, which had been transport- 
ed by private enterprise at a cost only 
of .£15,000. Ho paid a high com- 
jilinient to Professor Erasmus Wilson's 
liberality, to Mr. Dixon's engineering 
skill, and congratuliited the country 
upon her new possession. Otherwise 
little enthusiasm was manifested. Eng- 
glish and Turco-Egyptian flags were 
run up on flagstaffs lashed each side of 
the needle to a height of fifteen feet 
above tho ground. 

TiiK increase in value in Cyprus im- 
mediately on the fact that, it had come 
under the control of the British becom- 
ing known, although p.artiallj' specula- 
tive, is very remarkable. According 
to the representations made by a leading 
English merchant, residing in Egypt, 
land values showed a tenfold increase. 
A man wishing to start a hotel in Lar- 
naca was unable to do so because five 
hundred pounds rent was p.sked for a 
suitable house, and the Anglo-Egyptian 
Bank had to pay three hundred puuds 
a year for their establishment. These 
buildings previously went begging for 
tenants at thirty and forty pounds. 
The excitement will have decreased ere 
this, but it gives some idea of the com- 
mercial advantages expected under the
